From  the  outset  of  the  1956  gridiron  campaign,  it  was  evident  that  the  lack  of  ex- 
perience was  a  disadvantage  to  the  Cardinal's  bid  for  a  strong  finish  in  the  Badger- 
lllini  Conference.  Coach  Tom  Loehman,  in  his  first  year  as  mentor,  found  a  gloomy  situ- 
ation. As  the  fall  season  wore  on,  injuries  at  key  positions  harassed  the  Cardinals  until 
near  the  season's  end,  it  was  often  necessary  to  change  a  center  to  a  quarterback  or  a 
tackle  to  an  end  or  fullback. 

In  the  conference  opener,  which  was  also  St.  Procopius'  Home  Coming,  Concordia 
snapped  the  wings  of  the  over  confident  Cardinals,  20-0.  The  following  week  the  "Big 
Red"  team  met  Lakeland  College  and  was  handed  their  second  defeat  despite  a  great 
second  half  stand.  This  game  proved  that  we  could  play  ball  even  though  we  lost,  19-7. 

The  third  game  saw  the  Cardinals  fall  prey  to  the  Northwestern  eleven.  Although  the 
score,  34-7,  would  seem  a  total  defeat,  it  helped  to  rebuild  the  spirit  of  both  the 
coach  and  the  players.
